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HE purpose of this Manual is to aid 
devout hearts in the practice of 
that sublime work of Intercession 
by which man is lifted up to share in the 
work of Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
upon His Throne of mediation. It has been 
said that, while it is by necessity that we pray 
for ourselves, it is by charity alone that we 
are moved to pray for others. 

In the compilation of the following pages, 
the chief difficulty has been found in the selec- 
tion of prayers most likely to be useful for 
persons in ordinary life. Where the materials 
are so rich, the Editor considers it would 
have been an impertinence had he set forth 
in this book any prayers from his own pen. 
All, therefore, that is here printed has been 
selected, with as much care as he could com- 
mand, from the pages of those who, in ancient 
and modern days, have enriched the Church's 
treasury of devotion by the composition of 
intercessory prayers suited to the varying 
needs of the faithful. Much is of necessity 



omitted which finds a place in other manuals. 
The design of "The Golden Chain" is not 
so much to include prayers for every pos- 
sible condition and relationship of life, as to 
form, in as simple a manner as possible, a 
small and handy collection of intercessions 
adapted to the most- common circumstances. 
Where the pious thoughts of others have 
been so largely taken advantage of, it is not 
possible to acknowledge in detail the obliga- 
tions incurred ; but the Editor cannot refrain 
from pointing those who may use this little 
book to the larger and more learned labours 
of the Rev. Canon Bright, in his beautiful 
collection of Ancient Collects, and to those 
of the Rev. Father Benson, in his exhaustive 
" Manual of Intercessory Prayer."
